The young man was “Class Grumbler” and sub- 
mitted his paper to the faculty, and when this autocratic body 
read a just criticism of some members thereof, it promptly sus- 
pended him for a year and refused him his diploma. 

The young man, after finding the shoes fit the President and 
his brethren of the faculty so tight that they pinched, promptly 
sent a written apology to them.

Best of gold mines is the farm. Energy, industry, persis- 
tency and initiative can do wonders with even a small patch of 
soil. E. W. Geer in the Rural World, cites the case of a farmer 
with eighteen acres, who raises fruit and poultry, making good 
money in the operation. The Jowls are nearly all separated, 
housed and yarded, the chicks being partly hatched and partly 
raised in brooders. The receipts from the different products are 
given for five years, viz : Poultry, $1,150.60 ; eggs, $1,370.90; 

fruit, $2,171.53. Total sales of fowls and eggs, $2,523.50. 

This gratifying result has been obtained, although not one- 
half the land is planted in fruit. The farmer lives, besides, off 
the products of his small patch of ground. The income from 
the poultry exceeds at present that from the fruit by $461.97. 
What this man does with his eighteen acres any may do with a 
small piece of ground. The land, poor and unpromising at first, 
was as well cared for as the owner’s limited means permitted. 
But he worked hard and steadily, and had at the end of three 
years the satisfaction to see his labor laureled with success.

of slop-fed* cattle for 4 % cents per 
pound. The cattle will average 1,130 
pounds and the sale will approximate 
$30,000. It is the biggest individual 
deal of slop-fed cattle made in Mont- 
gomery in years. The cattle will be 
shipped East in a solid train of twenty- 
five cars. 

— Death from the effects of eating a 
live rat came to the famous trotting 
horse Corinto, by Oratorio, 2:13, at 
Lexington, and before veterinarians 
could extract the rat from the wind- 
pipe of the horse he died in great 
agony. The small animal was con- 
cealed in the feed, and after lodging 
in the throat of the horse made efforts 
to gnaw out, and as a result the wind- 
pipe of the horse was lacerated. The 
horse was owned by Desha Breckin- 
ridge, editor the Lexington Herald. 

— One of the biggest sales of dairy 
cattle ever held in this country was 
that of Edward Trotter Price’s Guern- 
seys at Spottswood Farm, Broad Axe, 
Pa., last week by Peter C. Kellogg. 
Buyers were present from many States 
and cattle were sold to most all of the 
New England States, Wisconsin, West 
Virginia and intermediate section. 
The 48 head sold made a straight 
average of $308.13. The top of the 
sale was Golden Chance, a heifer in 
milk, sold to E. C. Converse, of Green- 
wich, Conn., for $1,125. Sixteen cows 
averaged $486.87; 16 heifers, $290.31; 
five yearling bulls, $232 ; six bull calves, 
$78.33, and five heifer calves, $144. 

— The purchase of the 1904 tobacco 
crop has just closed in" Montgomery 
county and about 4,000,000 pounds has 
been secured. The Continental Com- 
! pany Friday completed their purchase 
of 3,263,000 pounds, more than they 
have ever secured in any previous 
year. The tobacco cost an average of 
ten cents per pound and has been de- j 
livered. The crop was above the ! 
average and brought good pricesj the | 
highest price paid by this company 
being fourteen cents. Independent 
dealers purchased 900,000 pounds at 
an average of nine cents. " The year 
was a money maker for the majority 
of raisers and increased acreage will 
be put in this year. The entire crop 
of 1904 will place over $350,000 in the 
hands of Montgomery county planters.
